The  277  National  Wildlife  Refuges  in  the  United  States  contained  an 
aggregate  of  17,317,610  acres  as  of  June  30,  i960.  They  are  administered 
by  the  Bureau  of  Sport  Fisheries  and  Wildlife.  All  kinds  of  wildlife  are 
protected  on  these  refuges,  but  many  were  established  especially  for  the 
conservation  of  one  or  more  species- -210  (3,^77,129  acres)  as  migratory 
bird  refuges  for  waterfowl;  k6   (3,716,972  acres)  as  general  migratory 
bird  refuges,  including  many  colonial  nesting  areas;  two  (798  acres)  as 
waterfowl  production  areas;  Ik   (5» 518,533  acres)  as  big-game  refuges; 
and  five  (k>6ok,l']B   acres)  as  game  ranges. 

In  most  instances,  these  refuges  are  on  land  controlled  solely  by 
the  Bureau  of  Sport  Fisheries  and  Wildlife.   Other  refuges  are  estab- 
lished by  Executive  order  or  otherwise,  on  land  controlled  primarily 
by  some  other  agency  of  the  Federal  Government.  When  this  is  the  case, 
reference  by  footnote  is  made  to  the  cooperating  agency.   Of  the  210  ref- 
uges primarily  for  migratory  waterfowl,  53  are  partly  or  entirely  on  pri- 
vate lands  on  which  easements  have  been  granted  to  the  Bureau  for  use  in 
protecting  wildlife.  Of  these,  five,  totaling  12,373  acres,  are  in  Mon- 
tana; 47,  totaling  66,632  acres,  are  in  North  Dakota;  and  one,  with  V36 
acres,  is  in  South  Dakota.

LANDS  ADJACENT  TO  NATIONAL  WILDLIFE  REFUGE^ 

CLOSED  TO  HUNTING  BY  PROCLAMATION 

OR  SECRETARY'S  ORDER 

Under  the  authority  contained  in  the  Migratory  Bird  Treaty  Act,  the  Secretary  may,  by  regulation,  close  any  area  of 
land  and  water  to  the  hunting  of  migratory  birds  when  such  action  is  in  keeping  with  the  national  waterfowl  management 
program.  Formerly,  such  closures  were  effected  by  a  Presidential  proclamation,  which  authority  has  now  been  delegated 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  along  with  the  authority  to  promulgate  the  Migratory  Bird  Treaty  Act  regulations.  This 
authority  is  utilized  primarily  to  designate  as  closed  to  the  hunting  of  migratory  birds  on  navigable  waters  adjacent  to 
National  Wildlife  Refuges.  Wherever  such  a  regulation  has  been  promulgated,  it  prohibits  only  the  hunting  of  migratory 
birds  and  does  not  in  any  way  limit  such  other  activities  as  navigation,  fishing,  etc.

In  addition,  there  are  20  Waterfowl  Production  Areas  or  wetlands  in  20 
counties  of  North  and  South  Dakota,  with  7*773  acres.  Two  of  these  Waterfowl 
Production  Areas—Day  County,  South  Dakota,  and  LaMoure  County,  North  Dakota- 
were  included  in  the  i960  total.  All  Waterfowl  Production  Areas  are  now 
classed  separately  since  Migratory  Bird  Conservation  Commission  approval  for 
their  acquisition  is  hot  required  0  All  are  composed  of  small  scattered  tracts 
which  do  not  lend  themselves  to  unit  identification  other  than  by  county. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year,  three  refuges  were  dropped.  These  were  the 
21,060-acre  Salt  River  National  Wildlife  Refuge ,  Arizona,  an  overlay  on  a 
Bureau  of  Reclamation  reservoir;  the  14,070-acre  Strawberry  Valley  National 
Wildlife  Refuge,  Utah,  when  control  of  this  land  passed  from  the  United  States; 
and  the  8,960-acre  Curry  Bird  Game  and  Fish  Refuge  in  Alaska,  which  was  no 
longer  attractive  to  wildlife. 

The  acreage  of  some  existing  refuges  has  changed  during  the  past  year 
through  additions  or  deletions.
